HISTORIC STRUCTURES 
Descriptions of individual resources include the historic occupancy of each property as it 
is known from earliest use to the present. Chain of title searches are needed for a complete 
evaluation of all structures. 


Also included is relevant ownership and plan information, together with notes on style 





are intended to serve as a preliminary guide for planning purposes. 


Plans and objectives of owners have been included in cases where they are known. 
Discretion dictated a conservative approach in making inquiry of owners. 


Additional architectural information is available for each structure on the pertinent 
National Register District Nomination Forms (Appendix A.) 


The national register district includes numbered sites which have been designated as 
intrusions. These sites include numbers 38, 50, 58, 59, 61, 62, 63, 66 67, and 78 and forms 
for them are not included in this resource inventory. 


HISTORIC LANDSCAPE DATA 


An initial review of the historic landscape has been undertaken to provide additional 
context for both the individual structures and for the town as a whole. This preliminary 
examination is not based upon national register guidelines for the evaluation and 
documentation of either rural or designed landscapes. Should further studies be needed to 
determine historic context or significance of the landscape at Bramwell, in-depth research 
would be required to meet national register standards. 


Identification of tree and shrub species was made by Gene Bailey (WV House of Delegates), 
James Shrader (Institute of West Virginia), Louise Stoker (Bramwell resident), and Kimball 
Koch (NPS). Accuracy of the identification varies; many are educated guesses. 





Information about the historic appearance and activities that occurred on the grounds of 
the houses was provided by Louise Stoker, Eve Cooper Murphy, and various historic 


photographs. 
BACKGROUND 


Most of Bramwell's homes in the historic district had been constructed by the 1920s. The 
town prospered until the beginning of the Depression. For this reason, the 1920s were used 


as the basis for evaluating the contemporary landscape in terms of its relative appearance 
to that which existed during the town’s zenith several decades earlier. 


Initial development of the land entailed the clearing of trees, many of which were used by 
the local mills to produce lumber to build the houses. This clearing is visible in all early 
photos of Bramwell. The streets were originally dirt and were lined with boardwalks. Main

Comments: Located on a eterp hill, the grounds of the Thomas House were shaped and 
planted while the house we» being constructed. Design features include extensive stone 
walls, a green house (recently torn down), pond, terraces, extensive stone walkways and a 
wide diversity of landscape species, only a few of which have been identified in this study. 
Light standards have been recently restored. 


The grounds are extensive and merge with the woods above the house. Of note are the 
massive oaks on the property which include: Quercus coccinea — scarlet oak, Quercus alba 

white oak, Pinus strobus — white pine, and Acer saccharinum — silver maple. At the 
present entry to the house are a stand of arbor vitae (9) (Thuja sps), apparently planted 
when the house was built. Other significant vegetation includes extensive boxwood hedges 
(Buxus sps), panicle hydrangea (Hydrangea paniculata), and lilac “trees” (Syringa sps). 
Other trees include apple, spruce, dogwood, weeping cherry and holly. Shrubs include yew, 
rose of sharon, viburnum, juniper, ivy and wisteria. Additional research may be warranted 
to determine if the grounds are of national historic significance.

Significance: Charles W. Freeman (1873-1930) was born in Treverton, Pa., the second 
son of John Freeman, an English born miner and blacksmith who immigrated to the United 
States in 1850. John worked in Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia coal mines until 
about 1883 when he, in partnership with another English miner, Jenkin Jones, formed a 
company, Freeman & Jones, to lease 1,400 acres of coal land and open mines on Simmons 
Creek in the Pocahontas-Flat Top Coalfield. Later organized as Caswell Creek Coke and 
Coal Co., the firm had a mine capacity of 1,250 tons daily, and operated 251 coke ovens 
by 1896. It employed 350 men. John Freeman died in 1892 and his oldest son, W.G. 
Freeman, took over his father’s role with Caswell Creek. Second son, Charles, was educated 
at Dunmore College in Stanton, Virginia and Packard’s Business School in New York City. 
On his return he worked in his father’s operation, and when Caswell Creek was merged 
with I.T. Mann’s Pocahontas Fuel Co., he became a director of that firm until his death. 
He was among the early enthusiasts of aviation, and provided substantial financial aid for 
the development of the Bluefield Airport.

Significance: B.P. Keller (1857-7) was born in Boalsburg, Pennaylvania and educated at 
Pennsylvania State College, from which he graduated in 1876, when he enrolled at the 
law school of Columbia College in Washington, D.C. From 1891, he was a practicing 
attorney in Bramwell, and became one of the incorporators and secretary/treasurer of 
McDowell Coal and Coke Co., with W.H. Thomas and John Cooper, among others. His 
financial interests expanded rapidly, and he was soon a stockholder in Tidewater Coal and 
Coke and the Bramwell! Water Co., a director of Bluestone Electric Light Co. and the Bank 
of Bramwell, and a vice president of the Grapevine Coal Co. in Mingo County, West 
Virginia. His law offices were in the Masonic Hall in Bramwell. Keller was appointed to 
the Federal Court, Southwest Virginia District, by President William McKinley, and 
apparently moved to Charleston from Bramwell sometime before 1902, when he issued 
injunctions against the operators during coal field strikes. 





William John Pritchard (1863-1922) was born in South Wales and immigrated to the United 
States in 1881 with friends. He had been a miner in England and settled in Pennsylvania 
as a miner. In 1886, he married Ann Thomas, sister of W.H. Thomas and shortly became 
superintendent of his brother-in-law'’s Algoma Coal and Coke Company operations. He left 
Algoma to become general manager of the Thomas Coal Company and, ultimately, for all
